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REMARKS 

I. PRELIMINARY REMARKS 

No claims have been amended, added or canceled. Claims 1-46 remain in the 
application. Reexamination and reconsideration of the application are respectfully 
requested. 

II. RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Restriction Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121, applicant 
provisionally elects Invention I (claims 1-23 and 38-46) without traverse for prosecution 
on the merits. 

III. ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Election of Species Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121, 
applicant provisionally elects Species 6 (Figure 16) with traverse. Applicant respectfully 
submits that of claims 1-8, 10, 11, 13-18, 20, 22, 38-43 and 45 are directed to the elected 
species. 

Turning to the reasons for traversal, applicant notes that the traversal is not based 
on the issues of independence or distinctness, and is not an admission that the species 
disclosed in the application are unpatentable over one another. The traversal is instead 
based on an error associated with the identification of the species in the requirement. 
More specifically, and although this may have simply been a typographical error, the 
Office Action indicated that Figure 16 is an illustration of one species and that Figures 17- 
24 are illustrations of another species. The tissue coagulation and stimulation assembly 
524 shown in combination with the power supply and control apparatus 200, the tissue 
stimulation apparatus 300 and the clamp 502 in Figure 16 is the same tissue coagulation 
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and stimulation assembly 524 that is illustrated in Figures 17-21. Accordingly, Figure 16 
and Figures 17-21 are not illustrations of different species of the same generic invention. 



IV. CLOSING REMARKS
